SUBJECT: FDD Monthly Progress Report - September 1960 


1. With the prospective move of the Division into the Matomic 
Building, FDD will be together with the Office of Operations under 
one roof for the first time and will remain so, according to announce- 
ment to the Division on 28 September. This was to the effect that our 
move would be permanent and we would no longer need to plan on occupy- 
ing space in the new Headquarters building in Langley. 


However, as the month ended, little progress by GSA in prepara- 
tion of our new space at 1717 H Street was evident although this area 
was vacated by State Department on 22 August. 


2. Two meetings of the Committee on Exploitation of Foreign 
Language Publications were held during September. The 22nd meeting 
on 9 September resulted in general approval of the proposed revision 
of the FDD reporting system. The 23rd meeting on 28 September approved 
proposed revisions in the FDD scientific/technical program. The 
International Geophysical Cooperation report and the Scientific 
Information Report, both distributed by OTS /Commerce, will, accordingly, 
be discontinued at the end of December. The SIR will be resumed for 
the intelligence community under "CONFIDENTIAL” classification and 
issued in four series: Biology and Medicine, Physics and Mathematics, 
Chemistry and Metallurgy, Electronics and Engineering. The next 
Committee meeting will discuss the nonsclentific Russian program on
